On this first Barter morning of the 
twentieth centnry--a century full of 
promise lor tliesprtad of Christianity - 
it is well to recall the fact thai r( ;->;i )u 
it the essential basis of civil society. 
Religion is the bond tlist wdtss msa 
with taia Creator. 

I employ the term "religion" here in 
lU iMoadcst and moat comprelienaive 
aenae, aa embodying the existence of 
Oo<l, His infinite power and knowledge, 
His providence over us, the recognition 
of a divine law, tlie moral freedom and 
responsibility of man, the distinction be- 
tween good and evil, the duty of render- 
ing our homage to (lod and justice and 
charity to our neighbor, and finally the 
existence of a future state of rewards and 
fmniainnents. 

I hold thkt religion ia the only solid 
basis of aodety. If the aodd Sdificc 
rests not on this eternal and immutable 
foundation it will soon crumble to pieces. 
It would be as vain to attempt to estab- 
lish society without religion as to erect a 
palice in the air or to hope to reap a crop 
from aeed scattered on the ocean's sur- 
face. Religion is to society what cement 
ia to the building; it makea all parts com- 
pact and cobetsnt "He who destroys 
religion," aaya Plato, "overthrows the 
foundations of human sodety." 

The social body is composed of in- 
dividuals who have constant relations 
with one another, and i li.- vi rv life and 
prracrvatioii of society demaud that the 
menilitrs of tli<' ci uniiuuiity discharge 
toward one another various and complex 
duties. 

What does society require of your 
rulers and magistrates? What does it re- 
mdfc of yon? It demands of yonr rulers 
that they dispenss Jnstks irilh an even 
band. It demands of yon that yon be 
loyal to your country, teatoos ia her de- 
fense, faithful in the ol>servsnce of her 
laws, conscientious in the psyment of 
imposts and taxes for hsr ■wiataasnee 
and support. 

It demands of the married couple con- 
jugal fidelity, of parents provident vigi- 
Isaos, of cUldtea iUal love. lu a word, 
it dtmands thst you "render to all men 
their dnea, tribute to whom tribute is 
due, custom to whom custom, fear to 
whom fear, honor to whom honor," and 
that you "render to CiESar the things 
that are Ca sar's and to Ood the things 
that are (iimI's." 

How can tl>ese iotial virtues be ptac- 
ticed without sufficient motives? These 
■MtiTes must be strong and powerful, 
baesiMe yon have paasiona and self-iuter- 
«sk to ovstcomc. They must be nniversal, 
becsnas they are binding on all usuihria 
of society. They most be penosMiil. 
because they apply to all times sSd 

places. 

What motives, religion apart, are forc- 
ible enough to conipell legislators, rulers 
nnd magistrates to be equitable and iiii- 
parliai in their decisions? What guaran- 
tee have we that they will not l>e biased 
by prejudice and self-interest? 

Theeivil power csn aot eater the hid- 
den recesses of the soul sad quell the 
tumults raging there. It csn not invade 
the domestic circle to expel the iatem- 
pcrance and lewdness that enervate and 
delMiucli Ixitli mind and Ixjdy. It can 
not suppre.ss those base calumnies, whis- 
pered in the darW, which poison the 
social atmosphere with their foul breath 
and breed hatred, resentment and death. 
You might as well expect to preserve a 
tTMfroui decay by lopping ofi a few with- 
ered brancbea while allowiag tiio worm 
to gasw St the rooU ss to preserve the 
aocial tree ffom amal cormptiea by pre- 
venting some external ciinMS while leav- 
ing the heart to be worm-eaten by vice. 

If the civil sword, even by the aid of 
religion, can scarcely restrain public dis- 
orders, how futile woul ! l)e the attempt 
to do SO without the co-operation of 
moral and religious influence? 

If neither the vengeaacs of the dvil 
power, norths hops of saMdaawats, nor 
the esteem of our fellow-mea, aorthe 
aatural love of juaticc. nor the influence 
of education and culture, nor all these 
motives conbined can suffice to aisiatsia 
peace and order in society, where shall 
we find an adeciuate incentive to exact of 
US a loyal otiedience to the laws of the 
country? This incentive is found only in 
religious principles. 

Religion, I maintain, is tbe only sure 
sad aolid basia of society. Convince me 
of the sxistsaee of a Diviae Legislator, 
ths suprsaw sonroe of all law, by whom 
"kings reign and lawgivera decree just 
things;" convince me of the tratb of the 



spoitolic declsrstioB thst "there is no 
power bat from Ood. sad that thoss that 
are are ordained of God, aad that there- 
fore he who tesisteth the power reaisteth 

the ordinance of God;" convince me that 
there is a Providence who seetli my 
thoughts as well as my actions; that there 
is an incorruptible Judge who can not be 
bought by bribes nor blinded by deceit, 
wbo has no respect of persona, who will 
render to every man according to his 
worka, who will punish traaagresaionB 
and laward virtae ia the life to come; 
convince me that I am endowed with free 
will and the power of obaerving or of 
violating the laws of the country, and 
then you place before me a Monitor who 
impels me to virtue without regard to 
earthly emoluments or human applause, 
and who restrains me from vice without 
regard to civil penalties; you set before 
my conscience a living Witness who pur- 
sues me in darkneaa and ia light and in 
the sanctuary of home as well aa in the 
arena of public life.

To Irish Natioaaliataof today the name 
of James Stephens, the famona head cen- 
ter of the I'eiiiari Brotherliooil, brings 
but shadowy recollections of a figure 
that half s osotnry sgo sttrscted the at 
tention of a ooasidersUs portioa of the 
divlized world. 

.Stephens was Iwrn about seventy- 
eight years .igo in the city of Kilkenny. 
He received an excellent scieiitilic educa- 
tion and adopted the jirofession of a civil 
and military engineer, in which his skill 
and genius won him considerable dis- 
tinction while he was but a school boy in 
yeara. During tlie latter yesrs of the 
repeal agitatioB Stspbeaa was prafcssion- 
aliy engaged in the Great Southern & 
Western railway at Inchicore, Dublin. 
He was a constant and interested attend- 
ant at the Vuuug Ireland clubs, where he 
soon gained a reputation as a speaker. 
I-rom Dublin his professional duties 
brought him to Thurlca in the year '-18, 
where be became asMtdated with Smith 
O'Brien. 

Tbe yonag eagineer was oae of the few 
clear-sighted men who were with Smith 
O'Brien at Rallingarrv, where the "cab- 
bage garden" engagement brought defeat 
aiiil disaster. He lied from Ballingarry 
to the town of Tipperarv, where he en- 
deavored to rouse the jieople, but the 
news of the fiasco had preceded him and 
he was forced to leave the place in hot 
baste. He turned bis face toward the 
bouse of John O'Mahony, one of tbe last 
of tbe Young Irelanders to )save the 
field, and after many narrow eacapes 
reached it only to find the aoldeira and 
police in full poaaession. 

He obtained inforuaUoa as to O'Ma- 
UoilJ ' S W tlUIJSUUUW i lj>"t f^ W% '' W W l t r 
tramp found him in a cabin on the 
mountain side net far from the chapel of 
Ballyiieal, near Carrick-on-Suir. With 
O'Mahony was Michael Doheny. The 
three aet out together for the Comeragh 
niountaina, which tbey reached in safety, 
and whers ths yonng "outlawa" were 
welcomed sad kept ia aeeority for several 
moatha. Whea the State trisis were over 
and English "Isw sad order" reigned 
once more in Irelsnd Stephens and 
O'Mahony slipped aboard a French 
schooner in Waterford harbor and were 
laniled in I'rance. 

For a time after they had reached I'aris 
tbe two "Irish outlaws" found it no easy 
matter to keep from atarvatioa. Finally 
Btapbeas, who wss well versed ia Preach, 
e se d ed ia obtaiaiag eaiployaisat sa a 
eoatribator to the Paria aewapapsrs and 
things looked brighter. Stepbcna and 
O'Mahony worked hard for some years 
and had joined and beci^me inllnenlial in 
a I-rench revolutionary society. They 
had gaiiie<l considerable experience in 
this work and finally resolved to organise 
the Irish people at home and in America. 
It waa ueceaaary that the organization 
ahould have a bone flde existence in 
America before comawaciag the work in 
Irdaad, and John O'Mahoay ssilcd for 
New York. 

Stephens remained in Paris until the 
summer of IS.'ili, when he slipped over to 
Ireland and prejiared himself for the 
great woik he had in \iewl)y gettiiij; 
into touch with the .sentiments of the 
people all over Ireland. He gathered 
around bim some brave apirits and 
founded the Phoenix Society. This was 
to sll outward obssrvers brafcea ap in 
1858 by the State proaecatioaa, bat in 
reality it only changed its form and in 
its place grew and spread that powerful 
national organi/.ation k nown SS tbs biah 
Republican Brotherhoiwl. 

Stephens' revi.l\iiii>ii,iry phui \ns very 
simple and, although it did not mature 
completely, tbe extent and rapidity of 
its progress sarprised the leader himaelf 
almost ss mach ss it sstoaishsd the Gov- 
erbment. The programme was to spread 
diaaffectioo amoagthe rcgnlar troopa and 
the militia, to take a secret census of the 
young men it all classes and creeds who 

I were willing to fight; to bring from the 
l'nitc<l States ollicers who had served in 
either the Union or Confederate army, 
and finally to procure arms from America 
and from Prance. 

Now evety item of that programme, 
except the last and by no meana the least 
important, the one relatiag to araia, was 

' carried out Buoceaafully. Toward tbe 
doac of tbe year 1864 the eStire militia 
and seven regiments of the line were 
thoroughly Peuiauized and ready for 
work, with their own officers secretly 
chosen or appointed.

Tbe fsct is thst the British Gov 
emment got wind of Stephens* plana, 
found him in PairiieU honae, siaady- 
monnt, a suburb of Dublin, through the 
skill of the famons Detective Dawson, 
and on the morning of Saturday, Novem- 
ber II, \Hi't'i, the agitator was arresteil 
and lodged in Kiclinioud Bridewell 
pris<in. Three days later he was ar- 
raigne<l before Magistrate Strouge. 

He was remau<led for examination, but 
before he coulil be brought into court 
again he bad cscajwd from prison. His 
escape was planned by Capt. John Ker- 
win, now euiploye<i in New York city, 
and the plan was supervised and ap- 
proved by Gen. Kerwin. It so happened 
that a man named I>aniel Byrne, a Pieniau 
sympathiser, was Night Warden in the 
prison. It alao happened that another 
Fenian sympathizer named John Bresliu 
was a steward in tbe prison hospital. 
Byrne wa.s the custwlian of the keys to 
the cells for a certain [>erio<l every iiight. 
It was arranged that an impression of the 
key to Stephens' cell and to the main 
door of the prison should be taken in 
wax and earned to Capt. Kirwin by 
Brealin. From the imprcasion thua made 
key a were made by a Fenian lockamith, 
carried back by Brealin to Byrne, wbo 
khout '2 o'clock in the morning of Friday, 
November 24, 18(i'>, unlocked Stephens' ^ 
cell and conducted him to the inner wall , 
of the prison.

Old MoOK't AlmAiMC, a London 
publication, containing predictions 
for the year, has caused sensation 
and apprehendon in Bngland, rioce 
it predict! much troable and disas- 
ter to British interests. The fact 
that the predictions of this almanac 
last year— the decadence of Britiih 
inflaence in international affairs, 
especially in the Far I-'ast; the dis- 
astrous losses in the Boer war, loss 
of tnde, labor dcprcMion atid trou- 
ble, financial crida, the death of 
the Queen— gives ground for fear 
as to the future predictiona for 
1901, the thrac neat important of 
which, affecting England, are: 

"May— Ireland will rise against 
lingland, following the example of 
India, accompanied by mttCli blood- 
shed. 

"September— India will be vis- 
ited by the most terrible famine in 
yeara. 

"October — An outbreak will oc- 
cur among the Dervishes in British 
Soudan, North Africg, whidi will 
attain aeriooa proportlona before 
being suppres.sed." 

These, with the present coudi- 
iiuiis of British affairs at home and 
abroad, are certainly not an encour- 
aging outlook for the first year of 
the new century, and seem to carry 
out a prophecy to whidi tve allnded 
some time ago, that beginning with 
the death of the Queen and the 
Boer war, the first quarter of the 
Twentieth century would witneaa 
the downfall of Bngland aa a first- 
class world power. 

>U»ATHY CAUSB5 SURPRISE. 

The apathy of Germany to the 
plaintive appeal of England for 
international co-operation against 
Russian aggression in China has 
caused surprise because of the al- 
leged secret alliance between Ger- 
many on the Chinese matter. It 
seems, however, that the Kalacr 
has buncoed his uncle, or that Eng- 
land's claims as to the nature of 
that alliance were exaggerated. At 
any rate Qcrmany, inataad pnmptly 
joining England in the effort to re- 
strain Russia, has maintained a 
dogged neutrality and inactivity, 
regaidlcaa of Rnaaia'a coatinaed 
"aggressions" without even an ex- 
planation. Berlin dispatches state 
that officials of the German Foreign 
Office bold that the treaty betwcan 
Russia and China, under which 
Russia is accuied by luijrland of 
seizing territorial concessions in 
Mandittria, ia not iaconristait with 
the agreement between Germany 
and lingland; that while there is a 
difference of views between the 
powers regarding the interpretation 
of the first article of the Manchurian 
treaty between Russia and China, it 
is of slight importance; that Rus- 
sia's acquisition of Ifandiuria is 
regarded by the German Govern- 
ment as of no practical importance; 
that the most impoftant point is 
how China can provile payment of 
indemnities for damages to foreign 
powers. All of which clearly proves 
that Germany is looking out for 
Germany, whether by co-operating 
V, :h or opposing England, and if 
the cash is not forthcoming in pay- 
ment of damages claimed, would 
not be averse to taking a slice of 
territory or concessions in China, 
I either as collateral for or in lieu of 
the caah . 

BNQLAND'S WAY. 

The famine in India, which hor- 
I rified the world witiiito tales of des- 
titution and death by starvation, is 
followed by plague that will proba- 
bly depopulate a vast area, there 
being 8,000 deaths in Bengal alone 
the fisat week in March. This. 



however, is peculiar to England's 
civilizing and Christianizing. India, 
like Ireland, never knew famine 
and pefltncncc tni Bttfland invaded 
and began the subjugation of the 
country. With English progress in 
civilizing India famine and plague 
have become more frequent and 
widespread, till they are now of al- 
most anntul occurrence and thou- 
sands of lives are aacrified. But 
such ia the history of Bngliah con- 
quest. If the people of a country 
England wants can not be enslaved 
and made to contribute to Bngliah 
avarice for gain they are summarily 
slaughtered or plundered of every- 
thing and gotten rid of by starva- 
tion and ^Uscaae. There have been 
but two tac^ d oaa— the American 
colonists, who resented the first step 
toward their subjugation, met force 
by force and threw off Bngland's 
jroke, and the Irish, who though 
subjected to cruelty, robliery, starv- 
ation, pestilence and exile, still 
maintain their diatlnct natkmality, 
and by persistence have forced Eng- 
land to greatly modify her rule over 
them.

At this rate the 
Boer war is likely to go on for an 
indefinite period.

"I'aix and you've just guessed it; and 
sure it comes mighty handy, by rayson 
that the fair is oti Monday." 

I need not weary the reader with all 
that paaaad betwe e n me and my cbance 
compaaioB, wlMm I raoogaiaod as Mickey 
MehaHey, a b aag ar 00 aboat oa* of the 
hotels in tbe towa. Prom Mickey I 
learned that the inhabitants of Innis- 
murry consi.ste<i of aI)Out a score of 
families, who obtained a living by fish- 
ing and illicit distillation, aad, I grieve 
to say, chiefly by the latter. 

Mickey kept a wistful eye on the islsnd, 
particularly on one litMe curl of blue 
smoke that be assured me arose from the 
identical cabia wbere tbe stills were at 
tbat moaieat beiag "fired."

"Never fear; I knew already most of 
what you told me." 

"Anagb! did you, now? Well, and if 
yon waat aay bkmcc iafbrmation about 
them aaaw aoiagglata, aan Mickey Me- 
hafley'a tbe boy tbat caa flad it for ye." 

I was certainly rather amused at 
Mickey's sudden change of principles; 
and telling him to call on me next day, 
if he had further information to give, I 
put qmia to aiy boraa aad trotted into 
town. 

I bad oaly baca reeeatly appoiated to

"Where do tbcy uaaally kad it?" I

"Well, s(>T, there are only two places 
where a lx>at can put in with safety. 
Wan of these, 'the Smuggler'a Pier,' is 
jnst beyond the high rocks fominst 
Ballyrongban, and the otber ia about a 
quarter of a mile farther aloag tbe shore. 
It's not as safe in tbe dark aa the Smug- 
gler'a Pier, and so they never land at it." 

After arranging with Mickey to meet 
me tbat aight at a certain point I dia- 



missed hiai an<l proceetled to mature my 
plans for trapping the smugglers.

For having two 
k«fi of aalt water ia their poaaaasion, 
whilst tbe broad Atlaatic rolled at our 
feet No oae l y pe ar ed to be abte to give 
any explanation of our peculiar "adz- 
ure;" and we were about to leave the 
place in disgust when the coastguard 
drew iny attention lo the SOUnd of oars 
farther up the .shore, and we could dis- 
cern a t>oat pulling off towards the island. 

"Depend upon it," said he, "that txMt 
has just been landing the poteen; and 
this baa only bcea a decoy to divert our 
attaatioa fron tbe real calprita." 

This indeed was the true explanation 
of the mystery, so I dischsrged my pris- 
oners, who coolly tos,sed the kegs into 
their boat and pulled off t>iiwards Innis- 
murry. 

I afterwards learned that Mickey, with 
all his apparent mmplicity, was a shrewd 
confederste of the smugglers, and tbat it 
was really be wbo ptenned and set as oa 
this "wildgooaecbaae." They eapactcd.

In 
this he was but too successful. And 
although on subsequent occasions I had 
occasional revenge for the trick played 
on me that night, I must confess that 
these later and more successful experi- 
ences sppear to me but tame and com- 
Bioaplace ooaipared with my first ea- 
counter with the Donegal smugglers.

7«">C He was connected with every deaerving 
85c Dublin charity; he wa« one of the found- ] 
ers of the Mater Misericordise Hospital 
and for many years he was a iisefvil mcni- 
bcrof the North Dublin Board of Cuard- 
iana. At a meeting of that body a reso- 
lution of condolence with the relativea of 
the deceased waa nnanimooaly paaa ed . 

Justice Gibaon, in opening the Connty 
Oalway assizes said the condition of the 
West Riding appeared tc '>e normal. The 
returns from the E-ist Riding gove some 
reason for apprehension. Craughwell 
appeared to be a center of disturbance. 
What the reaaon was for that it was not 
for him to My. It might be only a symp- 
tom of pMiliic nareat and not baaed on a 
deep seated malady. On the application 
of the Crown the Crangbwell oooapiracy 
caaes were postponed to the next OMlMa. 

The death took place, at the advanced 
age of fouracore and ten, of the venerable 
poator of Tallow pariah. Rev. J. Prender- 
gaat, the oldest pncot in Waterford dio- 
ceae, at the parocblal hoose. Tallow. He 
belotfged to the respected Prendeigaat 
family of Derrygrath, near Clonmel, and 
wai uncle of the Coadjutor Biohop of 
Philadelphia and the Rev. F. Prender- 
gast, Dungarvan. He was stationed for 
many years in Tallow, and in his long 
missionary life had doae aoUe for 
the old parish. 

A shocking burning fatality took place 
in Armagh. A servant named Susan Mc- 
Garvey, in the employment of Josiah 
Peel, druggist, Armagh, vjas engageil at 
the kitchen fire melting a tin of bees-wax 
for the parlor floor. It apjjears that in 
patting some turpentine in the wax it 
either fell into the fire or became ignited 
in aome way and set -fire tu the unfortu- 
nate girl's apron, which she appeara to 
have made an effort to get off, but could 
not owing to the apron being tied too 
tightly. The y>ooT girl'a acreams brought 
I'cel and his apprentice to the kitchen, 
only to find her one mass of flames, 
which Peel did his utmost to extinguish 
with the aid of a sheet. She was speedily 
conveyed to the Armagh County Infirm- 
ary, hot saoeambod to ber injuriea. 

Recently a man naaiad ThOBiaa Ad- 
derly was shot dead by a soldier named 
Martin Dooley at a place called Ring- 
town, near the town of Mountralh. 
Richard Rafter, a shop assistant in 
Mountrath, deposed that he went home 
to his father's house at Ballyfin in com- 
pany with Dooley. Before leaving Mount- 
rath they met deceased and arranged that 
he would come to meet them in the even- 
ing. When at home witneae got a rook 
rifle, and Dooley and himself were shoot- 
ing about the place. In the evening they 
returned to Mountrath and Dooley waa 
carrying the ritlo which witness bad lent 
him. At Kingtown they met Adderly, 
who said to Dof)ley, "I am a Boer." 
Dooley replied, "If you are I will put 
you down," and presenting the rifle 
fired. Adderiy atanerad and fell into 
Dooley'a ama, Doolqr exclaiming, "My 
God. ia he ahotl It Vaa only pretending 
I waa." They carried deceased into the 
house of a man named Danghen, but he 
was dead almost immedintely. Medical 
evidence having been given, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of manslaughter against 
Dooley, who is at preaent in Kilkenny 
jail on remand. 

In bia eloqaaat a peac h ia Bradford 
John Redmond dedarad that, ia apite of 
the dissensions of the last ten years and 
the helplessness they engendered, the 
prospects of the Irish national cause were 
bright and hopeful. ile paid a brilliant 
tril)ute to the I'nited Irish I.,eague, which 
William O'Brien founded and spread in 
the teeth of the furious opposition and 
dennndation, not of the Castle alone, 
but of naay prafeaaing Nationaliata as 
well: "Once nore there bos ^mng up 
in Ireland a greet, united, popular move 
ment— a movement in aome reapects 
greater, closer and more powerful than 
the movement of the Land League or the 
National l^eague, a movement that was 
founded uj)on the experience of the suc- 
cesses and the mistakes of former move 
ments, and a movement that was stronger 
because the Irish were more secure in 
their homes and in a better position to 
take ea iadependcnt line in political 
oSaira. Thia great movement bad in 
augurated what he waa convinced would 
be the last fight for the posa es i i oa by the 
Irish people of the land of their fatbera.' 
It was idle, he continued, for English 
men to complain that Ireland was dis- 
loyal so long as Ireland was oppressed 
Only by the concession of her freedom 
could loyalty in Ireland, oa in Canada 
and other self-goveraii^( poftiona of the 
Empire, be secured. 

Jury packing baa aignally failed to 
secure the conviction of fourteen inno- 
cent men prosecuted before the Lord 
Chief Justice of Ireland at the Kerry 
asiiizes. Nor can the failure lie attributed 
to any hesitation on the part of the pios 
ecutiou in the manipulation of the jury 
The prisoners, innocent men aa the event 
has proved, were deliberately subjected 
throughout to groaa hardship aud 
ahameful Indignity. They had surren 
dered to their boiL They were ready 
and eager to take their trial on the 
charges preferred agalnat tticm by the 
Crown. The idea that they Ohodld aeek 
to escape was too absurd to be snggeoted 
or conceived by any reasonable being. 
Yet on the first night of the trial, at the | 
instance of the Crown prosti r.tor, the 
Lord Chief Justice refused to readmit I 
them to bail and committed them to 
priaon. Worse still, those innocent and ' 
respectable men were paraded through 
the streets of Tralee. hoadcuBed together 
like galley alavco. 8adi a pro ce ed ing 
waa a groas violation ol the custom and 
the law in England, and ia an indication 
of the virulence of the iHTic. uiii.n t i 
which these men were sul)jc(ici!. Iiui 
the cond>;i;t of the prosecution and tlie 
manipulation of

Bnt even this space 
is not eaongb and additional warehouses 
are at Fbrdhook farm, where the trial 
testa are carried oa.
